One of the toughest nuts for auto- 
graph collectors to crack, George Ber- 
nard Shaw, fell before the persistence 
of a young Narberth collector, C. Eu- 
gene Claghorn, of Chestnut avenue, 
recently. 

For the past four years Mr. Clag- 
horn has been collecting autographs 
of famous statesman, authors, ath- 
letes, inventors, actors, aviators, etc. 

His collection, numbering some 350 
signatures, including letters and docu- 
ments of 24 of the 30 presidents of 
the United States, resembles a "Who's 
Who" of famous people throughout 
the world. 

The Shaw autograph Claghorn 
prizes highly, since it is one he has 
sought for four years, and is notori- 
ously difficult to obtain. He had writ- 
ten to Shaw nearly a dozen times, 
his method being to enclose a photo 



of the playwright, asking him to sign 
it. A photo of Shaw with his dog 
and a question about the breed of the 
animal turned the trick, that picture 
coming back with the query answered 
and another of the famed Irishman 
bearing his signature. 

Sometimes it is necessary for the 
autograph collector to resort to strat- 
egy to obtain the signature of a not- 
ed person. In the case of Ramsey 
MacDonald, the Scottish Prime Min- 
ister of England, Claghorn was unsuc- 
cessful despite several requests, until 
he wrote to MacDonald's daughter, 
Ishbell, asking her to assist him. That 
this was a wise stroke was evident, 
as the photo which Claghorn had sent 
came back autographed by return 
mail.

"Some criticism, both public and 
private, has been made of my action 
in appointing a committee this year 
for a special observance of July 4th, 
and more particularly of their action 
in asking for public support of a fire- 
works display. That criticism I re- 
spect and accept in the spirit in 
which it was given, for I have no de- 
sire to make any personal defense. 
At the same time, I feel that the 
way to forestall any misunderstand- 
ing is to give the facts as I see them 
right now, for the question is highly 
debatable and accurate information 
is necessary to form an intelligent 
decision. 

"Narberth many years ago banned 
dangerous fireworks with the happy 
result that we have had no serious 
accidents in comparison with other 
suburban communities. Many per- 
sons have freely expressed themselves 
by their hearty approval of the plan, 
for it has not only meant a more rest- 
ful day, but also one with an enjoy- 
able ending, since the American Leg- 
ion has been providing the pyrotech- 
nics. 

"That the idea has found favor is 
evidenced by the increasing size of 
the crowds which have gathered at 
the playground. According to police 
records the gathering last year was 
the largest ever assembled on the 
Main Line. From the financial point 
of view, it has always been self-sup- 
porting, many people having felt that 
their contribution would bring more

Politics Gone to Seed 

The defect in our representative 
form of government lies in the fact 
that it usually represents a group 
of bosses, and not the citizens. It 
is rather disappointing to see Gov- 
ernor Pinohot, the sworn enemy of 
gang politics, act as sponsor for a 
campaign of spite appointments 
which would put a Tammany boss 
to shame. 

Lower Morion, which has al-

nor's Montgomery County satelite,

tem. Tt is easy to brush their ful- 
minations aside, but it is not so 
easy to disregard the protests of 
health officials, doctors and promi- 
nent citizens against political in- 
terference in health matters.

D. Warner, who was dropped as 
State Health officer, have used 
their jobs for political purposes. 
Their removal merely open two ap- 
pointments for men whose experi- 
ence in health matters seems to 
consist of voting for Mr. Pinchot. 

In the case of Mr. Anderson, the 
change in the job will remove the 
valuable vital statistics records of 
the Township from the vaults of 
the Board of Health in the Town- 
ship building to the private home 
or office of a local jeweler. There

Wet Dissatisfaction

Vagrant is unable to perceive why the 
Wets are so much dissatisfied with 
the modification platform of the Re- 
publican party. In fact, he is inclined 
to tuspect that such Wet dissatisfac- 
tion was cjnfined principally to the 
paid propagandists who have, through 
newspapers, conducted with consum- 
mate s.ciil a campaign aimed at the 
national conventions of both the ma- 
jor parties. The dissatisfaction with 
the Republican plank was probably 
vociferousness aimed principally at 
the Democrats. Undoubtedly the 
newspaper campaign of the Wets, in- 
cluding the timely release of the Jun- 
ior Rockefeller's statement, caused 
Hoover, with a cautiousness which 
was obviously reluctant, to permit 
even the modification plank which 
was finally adopted. At this writing, 
which is before the adoption of the 
Democratic platform, it looks like a 
safe prediction that the Wets will be 
even more successful with them. 

Decisive Factor 

If there are Wets who seriously de- 
sire and expect a complete repeal of 
the Eighteenth Amendment with no 
precautions as to what will be done to 
control the liquor traffic by the indi- 
vidual states, they are doomed to dis- 
appointment. The Wets have made 
headway only in proportion as they 
have been able to win to their side the 
support of the people of moderate 
opinions. They can proceed just so far 
as moderate opinion will follow them. 
It was that middle group who finally 
permitted the amendment to be adopt- 
ed. They did so because they were 
disgusted with the evils of the organ- 
ized liquor traffic; not because they 
personally abhorred liquor as such. 
The moderates and the fanatical Drys 
began to part company with the pass- 
age of the Volstead Act, which was 
more drastic than moderate opinion 
could approve. The Wets will be well 
advised if they profit by the experi- 
ence of the Drys and do not attempt 
to travel any farther nor any faster 
than moderate opinion will follow. 
The moderates have abandoned the 
Drys as extremists. They would as 
readily abandon trie Wets for the same 
reason. 

Masculine Machine 

Dismayed at the possibility of the 
expense involved, La Vagrante, fru- 
gally making her own garments, call- 
ed urgently for help when the electric 
sewing machine refused to run. (Possi- 
bly it would be more correct to have 
indicated that she was re-making her 
garments). Machines and men and 
dogs naturally understand each other. 
There is a fraternity among them 
which no woman can ever acquire. 
Thus it was that The Vagrant re- 
sponded with more than usual alacri- 
ty. Here was the woman come quick- 
ly to the short end of her mechanical 
knowledge. It was fortunate, he 
thought, that he happened to be avail- 
able. Urging La Vagrante out of her 
sewing chair, The Vagrant seats him- 
self and begins a diagnosis which 
stretches out minute by minute and 
requires much fetching of tools by La 
Vagrante, willing and expectant. But 
the machine does not start. "You'll 
have to get the repair man for this," 
is the final opinion of The Vagrant, 
who forthwith abandons the spot and 
the scattered tools and returns to his 
reading. No sooner is his back turn- 
ed than La Vagrante pick's up the 
machine, shakes it vigorously and em- 
phatically, sets it down as one might 
an unruly child, seats herself before 
it, puts her toe on the power release, 
and that complicated and masculine 
machine docilely responds and purrs 
along with its work just as though 
it had never failed at all !

Dr. Howard A. Banks 

Dr. Howard A. Banks, a former 
resident of Narberth, and prominent 
in religious work, died last Saturday 
morning in Pittsburgh.

What are the outstanding contri- 
butions of the United States to archi- 
tecture? One need not leave the Main 
Line to observe one of them — the coun- 
try house — which with the office 
building are most characteristic of 
this country in the opinion of Warren 
Powers Laird, who retires today as 
profesor emeritus of architecture at 
the University of Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Laird, who received the degree 
of doctor of laws at Penn's commence- 
ment last week, has been professor of 
architecture at the University for the 
past forty-one years and dean of the 
School of Fine Arts since its found- 
ing in 1920. 

Interviewed at his home on South 
Highland avenue, Merion, this week, 
Dr. Laird described in reminiscent 
fashion the developments which have 
taken place in the field of architecture 
during the past fifty years, which he 
believes have been more remarkable 
than in any other profession for the 
similar period. 

Country Houses Outstanding 

"We have given our country houses 
a character and quality," he said, 
which differentiate them from the 
country houses of other nations. There 
is a school of architects in Philadel- 
phia which has been very successful 
in handling country houses in the 
manner of colonial times, using native 
stone in a simple, tasteful way. There 
are houses scattered all along the 
Main Line which illustrate this and 
the country houses of the Philadelphia 
suburbs are outstanding in the coun- 
try." 

In speaking of office buildings, 
which he believes to be America's 
other claim to distinction in the field 
of architecture, Dr. Laird recalled the 
first high building in New York City, 
the Tower Building, erected when he 
was working there as a draughtsman. 
This was eight stories high and was 
made possible by the development of 
the elevator. 

"We have done in erecting high 
buildings what medieval Europe did 
in building churches, making them 
bigger and higher. The latest of the 
gothic cathedrals were the largest and 
highest. That at Bouvee, for instance, 
was so high that the nave fell in. 
There may be office buildings built 
higher than the Chrysler and Empire 
State buildings, but the additional 
height will be merely for advertising 
purposes." 

Size Limitation Economic 

"Is it impractical to build skyscrap- 
ers higher than these structures?" 

"It is entirely possible to construct 
a building a mile high," was the reply. 
"Man can do anything he wishes to 
do. He has proved it in point of 
magnitude. The only limitation on 
the size and height of a building is an 
economic one. The cost of such a 
structure would be prohibitive and 
elevator shafts would require so much 
space that there would be little else 
but a shell with no available space 
to rent. The dangers in high build- 
ing, providing adequate foundation 
and wind pressure, can be planned 
against. 

No American Style 

"This discussion of America's out- 
standing contributions to architecture 
brings us to an interesting point," 
Dr. Laird said, "as to whether there 
can be an American style. I hold the 
view that there cannot. Style means 
a phase of architecture developed by 
an isolated people which becomes 
characteristic of that people and per- 
tains to all their building. Archi- 
tectural styles developed when the 
world stood in compartments, so to 
speak, and people had a sense of in- 
sularity. The Rennaissanee was the 
last distinct architectural style. This 
spread over Europe in the 15th and 
16th centuries and has prevailed ever 
since. Skyscrapers are characteristic 
of America, but they do not consti- 
tute a style which implies a racial 
mode of building." 

Modernistic Architecture 

"What about modernistic architec- 
ture?" "That is another matter," Dr. 
Laird said. "There has never been: 
a time since aboriginal man drew bi-i 
sons on cave walls that men have not 
tried to do something different. The 
usual trend is that the new way be- 
comes the prevailing way until other 
iconoclasts come along with a differ-: 
ent way, and get themselves hated. 
There has been a custom in architec- 
ture or many years to copy ancient 
forms which is not a good practice. 

"A cult began in the Scandinavian 
countries known as functionalism, 
which has made its influence felt in 
Europe and the United States. It 
holds that the design of a building 
should express its purpose or func- 



tion. The new Philadelphia Savings 
Fund Building at 12th and Market is 
the first example of this kind of 
building in Philadelphia." This type 
of architecture will run its course, 
Dr. Laird believes, with the result 
being an influence towards something 
rational and simple. 

Architect a Director-General 

"The architect today is a sort of 
director-general employing experts in 
many different lines, such as sanita- 
tion, mechanical and acoustical engi- 
ners. His work is infinitely more 
complex than it was fifty years ago, 
when a building was little more than 
a well-built shelter. But the satis- 
factions of the architect are just as 
great and I believe that it is no hard- 
er for a well-trained man who has 
chosen his profession wisely to get 
ahead than it is in other fields." 

Although retiring from his academ- 
ic duties this week, Dr. Laird does 
not anticipate having time hang heavy 
on his hands. He expects to go to 
Los Angeles this summer to sit on the 
jury judging architectural exhibits 
held in connection with the Olympic 
games. 

Born in Minnesota 
Born in Winona, Minn., Dr. Laird 
was educated in the public and state 
normal schools of Minnesota and at 
Cornell University. He spent one year 
as an instructor at Cornell and a few 
years later a year at Penn with six 
years of practice and study with arch- 
itects mixed in. He became professor 
of Architecture at Penn in 1891 and 
dean of the fine arts school in 1920. He 
has been consulting architect to many 
state, municipal 'and private bodies 
in the United States and Canada. 

Dr. Laird is a member of the Penn- 
sylvania State Art Commission, of 
the Philadelphia Zoning Commission, 
a director of the Regional Planning 
Federation, a fellow of the American 
Institute of Architects, a member of 
the Archealogical Institute of Amer- 
ica, of the American Civic Associa- 
tion, a director of the Philadelphia 
Art Alliance, and a member of the 
permanent committee of the Inter- 
national Congress of Architects. 

In 1927 he attended the Third Pan- 
American Congress of Architects at 
Buenos Aires as a representative of 
the United States Government, the 
University of Pennsylvania and the 
American Institute of Architects. 



Six American, One Russian

special matinee performance at three 
o'clock on Monday to celebrate the 
Fourth of July, and the play is Susan 
Glaspell's "Inheritors," which has 
now become the traditional revival for 
both Memorial Day and Independence 
Day at Hedgerow. The Monday night 
show also has been selected from the 
repertory to accommodate the holiday 
spirit of gayer mood, — Virginia Far- 
mer's adaptation of Stephen Leacock's 
travesty melodrama, "Cast Up By the 
Sea." 

Lynn Riggs is represented twice in 
the week, on Tuesday by his poetic 
and lusty comedy, "Roadside," and 
on Friday by his newest and very 
different work, "The Cherokee Night." 
The only comedy mystery show in the 
repertory, "Solitaire Man," by the Spe- 
wacks, will be given one of its infre- 
quent presentations on Wednesday 
night; on Thursday night Anton Chek- 
hovs' drama of Russians before the 
Revolution, "The Sea Gull" will be 
shown. The Saturday night perform- 
ance next week is Eugene O'Neill's 
"The Emperor — Jones," with Arthur 
Rich in the title role, and Jasper Dee- 
ter in the part of the Cockney trader.

Postage Increase 

is Effective July 6 

First-Class Mail Will Require 

Three-Cent Stamp Under 

New Tax Law 



AIR MAIL 8c AN OUNCE 



Familiarity on the part of the public 
with the new postal rates, effective 
next Wednesday, is urged by Postmas- 
ter General Walter P. Brown and 
Main Line postmasters. 

Failure to prepay the proper amount 
of postage, it is pointed out, will re- 
sult in delay, annoyance and confu- 
sion, as well as unnecessary labor and 
expense on the part of the postal serv- 
ice. 

Beginning July 6, a postage rate of 
three cents an ounce or fraction 
thereof, and for each additional ounce, 
will become effective on letters and 
other first-class matter, with the ex- 
ception of postal cards, private mail- 
ing cards and post cards. 

Changes in air-mail, rates, effect- 
ive July 6, provide a charge of eight 
cents for the first ounce or fraction I 
thereof, and thirteen cents for each 
additional ounce or fraction, regard- 
less of distance. This includes the 
transportation to and from the air- 1 
mail route. j 

Exceptions to the last ruling include 
air mail sent to Puerto Rico, the Vir- 
gin Islands or the Canal Zone, on j 
which the rates now in force will | 
continue. These are ten cents for ' 
each half ounce or fraction thereof 
between Puerto Rico or the Virgin I 
Islands and the United States, and | 
twenty cents for each half ounce or I 
fraction between the Canal Zone and ' 
Puerto Rico or the Virgin Islands.

July is just about the best time 

to start seeds of perennials, biennials 
and rock garden plants. We should 
have sturdy little seedlings bv fall, 
either for planting out under light 
mulch or for carrying over in cold 
frame. A cold frame is necessary so 
that the seed rows may be watered, 
shaded and weeded conveniently. Glass 
covers are not necessary for hardy 
plants. Lath covers are sufficient, 
with burlap used to keep the seed 
rows shaded until the seeds break 
through, then just the lath cover to 
keep half of the sun and all of the 
cats out.

"The usual appeal was made last, 
week and some of our good people feel 
that it is a waste of money in these 
time to buy fireworks. My only an- 
swer is that after a great deal of 
hesitancy, I finally made my decision 
because of the very great number of 
inquiries which I received from peo- 
ple who were expecting to make their 
plans for the day accordingly.
